The above officer(s) were workings as uniformed “Andrews International” BID 
security officer(s) for the Hollywood / Sunset Business Improvement District,

OBSERVATION: 


On Tuesday, January 21, 2014 at approximately 1:30 p.m., my partner (Officer 
Anderson #127) and | (Officer Ramirez #139) were assigned to the B.I.D. 
Bicycle Team. As we rode westbound on Selma Street from Vine street, we 
noticed a M/W/A (later identified as Newsom, Nathan Paul D.O.B. 02/04/76 
CDL# D4554802). 


Newsom was seated along the south sidewalk of Selma Street just East of 
Morningside Court with his feet fully extended, thus causing pedestrian to walk 
around him in violation of 41.18(d) LAMC. As we pedaled closer, | noticed that 
he was holding a clear glass bottle with some yellowish liquid. The container 
resembled that of a bottle of wine, and therefore we decided to conduct a 
stationary surveillance. We positioned ourselves across the street from Newsom 
and had a clear and unobstructed view of his person and container. While 
conducting our stationary surveillance, | saw Newsom bring the bottle to his 
lips/mouth and take a long drink, he then placed the bottle on the left side of 
his body. Believing that the liquid substance was that of an alcoholic beverage, 
we made contact. 


Upon making contact with Newsom, | immediately smelled a moderate odor on 
an unknown type of alcoholic beverage emitting from his breath and person. 
Upon close examination of the clear glass bottle, | noticed that it was a “Five 
Oaks Pinot Grigio” California 750 ml 10% alcohol per volume. 


ARREST: 


| advised Newsom that | was placing him under “Private Person Arrest”, as per 
837 P.C. (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority to arrest) for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles 


ARREST 


Municipal Code - (Drinking in public). Newsom was handcuffed (adjusted 
/double locked) and placed in the left rear passenger seat of vehicle #1 and 
was seat belted in. 

B.I.D. Officer Trujillo subsequently transported Newsom to the Los Angeles 
Police Department / Hollywood Station. Officer Anderson and | followed Officer 
Trujillo to Hollywood Station. 


| took a photograph of Newsom with the “Five Oaks Pinot Grigio” bottle of wine, 
with the BID Bike Patrol camera #1. The described photograph is attached to 
this report. 


ADDITIONAL: 


Newsom has 5 previous contacts / arrests for various L.A.M.C. violations by the 
B.I.D. Patrol Officers. 


CITE AND RELEASE: 


While Newsom was at the Hollywood Community Police station, his 
identification was confirmed by LAPD - Hollywood Desk Officer Franco #39639, 
via C.L.E.T.S. (California Law Enforcement Telecommunication). Newsom was 
than issued a “Release From Custody” citation (RFC# D14238) for the listed 
violation with the approval of the Watch Commander / Lieutenant Valois and 
was ordered to appear at the Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, 
Los Angeles, California 90007, on 03/03/2013, at 0830 Hours. 


EVIDENCE: 


The “Pinot Grigio” bottle was approximately ™% full. The contents were disposed 
at the scene and | properly discarded the bottle.
